It begins with the evening of De 
cember 24th, called Christmas Eve; 
it is more particularly observed on 


December 25th. As to whether our 
Lord’s Birthday really occurred on 
December 25th, ancient authorities 


are not agreed. Clement of Alexan- 
dria says that some think on April 
20th, others May 20th. Epiphanius 
states that in Egypt they believe He 
was born January 6th. It is very evi- 
dent that the celebration of His birth 
day was kept by the early Christians. 
Chrysostom in a Christmas sermon 
A. D. 386, says, “It is not ten years 
since this day was clearly known to 
us, but it has been known from the 
beginning to those who dwelt in the 
West.” The whole Western church 
unanimously agreed upon this date, 
and the Eastern church adopted it 
without much contradiction. 

The giving of presents was a Roman 
custom, while the yule tree and the 
yule log are remnants of old Teutonic 
worship. Gradually the festival sank 
into mere revelry in England and 
Scotland and in many other civil 
countries. Finally the festival custom 
was forbidden by an act of Parliment 
in 1555, and the reformation brought 
in a refinement of the celebration of 
Christmas by emphasizing its Christ- 
ian elements. It is supposed that 
Christmas came from the Catholic 
mass. This is one of their big feast 
days; they have three masses on that 
day. Whether this is the correct day 
or not, all Christian people celebrate 
Christ’s Birthday on this date. Augus- 
tus sat upon the throne of the Roman 
Empire. He issued a_ special edict 
that all the world should be taxed. 
This affected Palestine. All countries 
under Roman rule were set in motion. 
They were wending their way toward 
their native home for the purpose of 
registering preparatory for the great 
taxation. Mary and Joseph were in- 
cluded in this taxation. Their mode 
of travel in that day was by camel, 
asses, and on foot. Joseph and Mary 
lived at Nazareth, had. made prepara- 
tion and were off to their native land. 
We think of the large crowds as they 
travelled along, camping at differ- 
ent places. They finally reached Beth- 
lehem, a distance of about one hun- 
dred miles. We think of them as be 
ing tired and dusty and needing a

riving they found the place crowded.

Im- 
agine their discomfort, lodging in the 
place where they kept beasts. On that 
very night Mary brought forth her 
first born gon, and wrapped Him in 
swaddling clothes and laid Him in a 
manger. Possibly there was no one to 
help Mary and Joseph, so they dress 
ed the child themselves. What an op- 
portunity the people in that town 
had if they had only known it. Think 
of the Messiah being born in Bethle- 
hem. The morning came and the peo- 
ple began to move about. The regis- 
tration proceeded, but few knew at 
the start, of this great event. Joseph 
and Mary aione, knew the secret. It 
was prophesied that, “thou Bethlehem 
in the land of Judah art not the least 
among the princes of Judah; for out 
of thee shall come a governor that 
shall rule my people Israel. Augus- 
tus did not know that he was prepar- 
ing to have prophecy fulfilled. The 
first to hear this glad news were the 
shepherds. They were abiding in the 
field keeping watch over their flock 
bv night. The angel of the Lord came 
upon them and the glory of the Lord 
shone round about them. They were 
sore afraid and the angel said unto 
them, “Fear not, for behold, I bring 
vou good tidings of great Joy which 
shall be to all people.
